\Vashington, Feb. 26.-Secretary Long

Naval officials say that the effect 
of this statement, if accepted as conclu- 
sive, is almost certain to negative any 
supposition that the disaster resulted 
from other than accidental causes. 


The marines and sailors of the Maine 


now at Key West will be brought to New 
York and placed on the reserving sbip 
Vermont to await further assignments. 


Spain Deplores Public* Opinion. 


Madrid, Feb. 26.—The cabinet has con- 


sidered the situation fully, and no inci- 
dent was reported as altering the "Cord- 
iality of tne relations between Spain and 
the United States." The minister, how- 
ever, expressed "Begret at the pission 
which has crept into public opinion dur- 
ing the present incident."

New York, Feb.

She has on boar d near] y 
1500 tons of coal, said to be more than she 
ever carried before and quite sufficient 
to take her back to Barcelona, or to last 
for an extended cruise off the Cuban 
coast. There were no ceremonies con- 
nected with the vessel's departure. 


Four miles outside the hook a tug 


with a large American flag steamed 
within 200 feet of the Viscaya. Men 
were on her upper deck with a Iruge 
camera and were photographing the 
chip. A steam pilot boat took off ths 
pilot and a tug receiv«d the people from 
New York. As he pawtd with his visit- 
ors, Captain Eulate said: "I greatly re- 
gret leaving New York." 


Transports In Readinesi. 


Tampa, Fla., Feb. 26.—Although the 


officials of the company have not so 
stated publicly, pretty much everybody 
here understands that the Plant system 
has completed arrangements for the 
transportation of troops and munitions 
of war to Havana on short not'ce. All 
of the ships have been placed in con- 
dition for emergencies. 
Should war be 


declared, it is stated that the officials 
have perfected plans to land a large 
body of troops in Havana within 36 
hours after their arrival at this place. 
Troops can be transported from Wash- 
ington and New York to this port la 
from 24 to 36 hours. 
The company has 


also made arrangements, it is under- 
stood, to promptly land men and arms 
in Key West in all strategic points on 
the coast of Florida, and in Mobile. 


Mr. Bryan Deprecates Haste.

should be slow to act in the Maine affair, 
especially under the trying circum- 
stances which confront us.

fact which in my mind impels us to 
exercise discretion is that the'official 
investigation of the explosion is r.owbe- 
ing made. 
Tfie United States cannot 


afford to be hasty in this matter. 
In- 


ternational questions are involved, and 
it would be a sad compliment to our 
government were we to openly and ma- 
liciously bring about strained relations 
by our anxiety to locate the responsibil- 
ity for the Maine disaster.

should be dons until the investigation la 
completed." 


Accident, Says Mr. Hanna. 


New York, Feb. 26.—Senator Hanna 


in an interview said: 
"A serious con- 


dition is confronting us, but so far as I 
know there will be no hasty action. 
I have my belief that the destruction of 
the Maine was due to accident on the 
same information published as has the 
public. 
I have no other information 


than that, and so far as I know any 
private citizen is as well informed as the 
government concerning the cause of 
the accident.

induced by a good export demand. Woo] 
is firm, but the demand has perceptibly 
slackened, and there is less doing in 
manufacturing goods.

A HOLOCAUST. 


Wine Lives tost In a Blare In Charleston 


Early This Morning:. 


Charleston, S. C., Feb. 26.—Nine lives 


were lost in a fearful fire which raged for 
a short while in Church street this 
'morning. At 2:10 a policeman noticed 
sparks flying from a tenement house, 
and found a blaze issuing from one of the 
windows on the first floor. The doors 
were broken open and the members of 
the family on that floor were hurried 
put without any damage. 


Somebody yelled that a family of 


women were sleeping on the third floor. 
The police hastened upstairs, but when 
they reached the top story the lifesaving 
work was stopped by the flames, which 
seemed to be playing over the entire 
building. 


Screams from women were heard and 


an officer pulled out three 
charred 


bodies. The quick work of the fire de- 
partment checked the fire and it was 
soon under control, but not before nine 
lives on the third story had been lost. 


The dead are: Mrs. Rebecca Knick- 


rm-yer, Albert O'Neal, Caswell O'Neal, 
Josephine Knickmeyer, 17 years of age; 
Katie Nmckmeyer, 16 years; Leonora 
Knickmeyer, 9 years; Francis Knick- 
meyer, 6 years; Lillie Knickmeyer, 3 
years; a baby of Mrs. Knickmeyer, one 
month old.

PRECEDENTS DISCUSSED 


Action of this Country If Maine Dis= 


aster Was Not an Accident. 


More Soldierspffered. 


Washington, Feb! 26.—In the event 


that it may be shown that the loss of the 
Maine was due to Spanish agency, the 
records have been examined as to the 
mode of procedure in such cases in the 
past. In a general way these methods 
of redress have included demands tor 
indemnity, 
proclamations 
excluding 


warships of the offending nations from 
our harbors, display_of force, non-inter- 
'course, withdrawal of our ministers, re- 
prisal and blockade. 


Tho case of the Water Witch is con- 


sidered to be the most analagous to 
that of the Maine, should it be estab- 
lished that the disaster was not the re- 
sult of accident. 
The Water Witch was 


a United States ship engaged in 1855 
in surveying the entrance to a river of 
Paraguay. 
Without warning and by 


order of President Lopez of Paraguay, 
troops opened fire on the Water Witch, 
killing the man at the helm and wound- 
Ing others. 
Intense. feeling- was ar- 


roused in the United States when t^ie 
fact became known. Thepresident re- 
ported the facts to ^congress -and in his 
message asked authority totnake a dem- 
onstration of force which "would ensure 
suitable redress. 
Congress authorized 


him to "use such force as Is necessary" 
to se.cure ample reparation. - Accordingly 
an armed fleet was hastily .assembled. 
The expedition included 19'iarmed ships, 
25 heavy guns, 2500 sailors .and marines. 
It made a formidable showing in the 
South American waters, and President 
Lopez's government was awed at once 
into subjection. 
The American com- 


missioners and naval officers were re- 
ceived at Ascension with ;much honor 
and every reparation within the power 
of the republic was £iven. 
This in- 


cluded an abject apology, a sweeping 
disavowal and ?10,000 for tte sufferers 
from the outrage. 
When the facts 


of the expedition were reported to con- ] 
gress, the president statedthat the dis- 
patch of this fleet haU had a salutary 
influence throughout the world, .and had 
convinced foreign- 'nations that the 
.United States would protect the lives of 
its citizens with all the force at its 
command. 


The case of the firing on the United 


States Chesapeake by the British Leop- 
ard is anothertiase affecting-a p'recedent 
as to the government's mode of action. 
The Chesapeake was proceeding to sea 
when she was hailed by the commander 
of the Leopard with a demand that 
British de»erters said to be in the hold 
of the Chesapeake 
be 
surrendered. 


The American commander refused to 
comply, thereupon the. Leopard first 
fired a shot across the bow. of the Ches- 
apeake and followed this with two broad- 
sides. 
The1 American commander w»s 


severely wounded, three -sailors were 
killed outright and many were wounded. 
Being unprepared for action, it being a 
time of peace, the American commander 
surrendered. 
Tremendous excitement 


prevailed in the United States over this 
outrage. President Madison speedily is- 
sued a. DroclamatioD excludic.? British 


warships from American ports"" He also 
caused energetic protests and demands 
to be presented at London. 
The Brit- 


ish authorities promptly recalled the 
admiral under whom the outrage had 
been perpetrated and without request 
tendered indemnity sufficient to support 
the wives and families of those who had 
been killed-and wounded. 


In a later case, the American Prom- 


etheus was fired upon in the harbor ol 
Greytown. 
The ship had declined tc 


pay excessive port charges imposed by 
the king of the Mosautto company, then 
controlling-the country under a British 
protectorate. 
The king called on the 


. British warship. Express, to sustain 
his demands, and the Express promptly 
sent a broadside into the Prometheus. 
There were no persons killed, but the 
United States made a prompt demand 
for reparation. The British government 
gave this in the fullest manner and with- 
out question, disavowing the act and 
condemning the act of the officer of th.6 
Express. 


More Offers of Soldier*. 


Portland, Oregon, Feb. 26.—Gen. H. B. 


Campsou, late brigadier-general of the 
Oregon national guard, has sent the fol- 
lowing message to the Oregon delegation 
in congress: "In event of war with Spain, 
I request you to tender my services 10 the 
president. I agree to furnish two regi" 
mants of infantry, one regiment of cav- 
alry and a battery of artillery, to be called 
the Oregon brigade."

gestion of such a thing an Insult to 
Spain."

There all depends upon 
conditions that seem to be hourly 
changing. The mood' of the artist, his 
distrust of tbe scheme attempted or his 
entire confidence in it; the state of his 
nerves, of bis general health, nay, even 
the state of the weather, all affect his 
work. One day it advances well, but on 
the nest self criticism steps in to im- 
pede him, and he gains nothing. Tbe 
scoffing Philistine ascribes theeo halts 
and retrogressions to the weakness of 
the artistic temperament. Yet they are 
due to the work rather than to tho 
workman; to the fact that he follows 
an art and not a trade. No artist can bo 
entirely exempt from this oppressive in- 
fluence, which arises afresh at each new 
effort with as many beads as Hydra. 
There are those, indeed, who estimate 
the value of their product by the depth 
and number of tbe despairs it bas en- 
gendered.—T. E. Sullivan in F-cribnar's.

CHAPLAINS IN THE NAVY. 


Branch ot Service Regarding Which but 


Little Is Known. 
' 


Beyond the main fact tbat a clergyman 


is always to be found on board a man-of- 
war tho public knows hardly anything of 
chaplains in the navy. This is not due, 
however, to the unimportsnce of the corps. 
At present every chaplain, with a siugla 
exception, is actively employed either on a 
man-of-war or at an important shore sta- 
tion. The secretary of the navy declares 
that the work of a chaplain is very highly 
appreciated on shipboard by most of tho 
commanding officers and that the moral 
effect of their influence upon ths men is 
noticeably good. There are but 24 chap- 
lains in the entire service, and acquaint- 
ance with the personnel of the corps leads 
one to believe that the standard of fitness 
has beon kept high by tho appointing 
power. Tho regulations require that an 
applicant as chaplain be between the ages 
of 21 and So years and a minister jn good 
standing in his denomination. In addi- 
Ijon to theso qualifications practice requires 
the hearty and unequivocal indorsement 
of high ecclesiastical authorities, who are 
willing to assume a good degree of moral 
responsibility for tho appointment. Po- 
litical influence of a h:gh order may be 
used to bring the applicant to the atten- 
tion of the president and secretary of tho 
navy, but can avail very little beyond tins. 
The chaplain, once appointed, z'anks as a 
commissioned officer of tiio j,ts.S, messes in 
tho wardroom when on chipboard and is 
entitled to a piivato stateroom in tho 
wardroom quarters. 


Ho wears no uniform and in tfcis is tho 


Bole exception to tho rule which obtains 
on all the ships of our navy and applies to 
all officers and enlisted men, from the ad- 
miral of the fleot to tho humblest mess at- 
tendant. Nothing invidious is involved 
in this discrimination, and it is to bo pro- 
fiunaed that if a majority of the chaplains 
were to ask for a uniform it would bo 
granted. Tho chanlams as a rule dress in 
ordinary clerical suita, tho coata close but- 
toned, and in blouse or frook, according to 
circumstances. In conducting divino serv- 
ice each chaplain is fecnuittcd. to employ 
tho order used in his own denciuination 
and may also USB tho vestin^nta of his 
church, if nny.—Chicago Chronicle.

The LOTOS of an Architect. 
i 


The architect, says Kussell Stnrgis ia 


The Atlantic, must possess a love of 
building, and of heavy stones, and of 
good bricks, and of stout, solid walla 
and of handsome timbers, handsomely 
cut and framed. He must even love 
the new material, wrought and rolled 
iron and steel, for its great and as 
yet only partly known capabilities. 
"When one is asked by a would be 
student of architecture about his (the 
student's) chances of succeeding as an 
architect, it is very good to find out 
what his proclivities are and wheth- 
er he is merely interested in fine art 
and seized with the idea that archi- 
tecture is an easy, fine art to study and 
to practice. 


The architect should love the quarries 


and should visit them with eager curi- 
osity. The cleavage of stone and its ap- 
pearance in its natural bed should be 
not only a delight to him, but an object 
of close study. The architect should 
love the lumber yard, not to say the 
forest. 
To him the timber in itself 


should be a thing delightful to study 
and its possible uses delightful to con- 
template. The architect should love the 
brickyard, and experiments in cements 
and in mortars should be his holiday 
amusement. And, finally, the architect 
must have snch an eye and such a 
soundness of judgment that bad work 
cannot escape him. A familiarity with 
details not unlike that of a good master 
builder he must combine with a knowl- 
edge of principles and of possibilities 
far beyond that of the master builder, 
so that good work will oome to his 
buildings as of inevitable sequence, and 
bad or even slighted work will be im- 
possible in them.

Goldsmith's Poverty. 


In 1758, two years after Goldsmith 


returned from his wanderings on the 
continent, represented himself at Sur- 
geons' hall for s examination as a hos- 
pital mate, with the view of entering 
the army or navy, but he suffered the 
mortification of being rejected as un- 
qualified. That he might appear before 
the examining surgeon suitably dressed 
Goldsmith obtained 
a new suit of 


clothes, for which Griffiths, the pub- 
lisher of The Monthly Review, became 
security. The clothes were to be return- 
ed immediately when the purpose was 
served, or the debt was to be discharged. 
Poor Goldsmith, having failed in his 
object and probably distressed by urgent 
want, pawned the clothes. The pub- 
lisher threatened, and Goldsmith re- 
plied : 


"I know of no misery but a jail, to 


which my own imprudence and your 
letter seem to point. I have seen it in- 
evitable these three or four weeks and, 
by heavens, request it as a favor—•& fa- 
vor that may prevent something more 
fatal. J have been some years strug- 
gling with a wretched being, with 'all 
that contempt and indigence bring with 
it, with all those strong passions which 
make contempt insupportable. What, 
then, has a jail that is formidable?'' 


Such was the hopelessness, the deep 


despair of this imprudent but amiable 
author who has added to the delight of 
millions and to the glory of English 
literature.—Exchange. 


Ada- Kehan and Her Early Appe»ranc«i 


With Oliver Doud Byron of "the Vil- 
lain Still Furaued Him'' Fame anil the 
10 
Volfesea—The Clmngo In Her Name. 


NEW YOKE, Fob. 25.—[Special.]—It is 


said on first class authority thnt in spite of 
the bail thoatrical business in somo parts 
of tho country New York's places of 
amusement wera never hotter patronized 
than this winter and that with one or two 
exceptions all the theaters are now making 
good money. 


William H. Crane, now epponring night- 


ly in -<A Virginia Courtship," i« or.e of 
those who ure doing best financially, ' Ho 
Is already might/well fixed from a money 
viewpoint, being one of tho four or five 
richest American actors. 
T.VMle ho looks 


hardly old enough for the statement to be 
correct, he hns been on tho boards sinco 
1803. and, though the fact is doubtless for- 
gotten by most folk save the older critics 
and theater goers, he began as a singer 
with the Holman Opera company. 


Crane's Wig and X>ou£ Gown. 


Crane began at the bottom, too, his pay 


being nothing at all in the way of wages, 
though it was stripulaied that he should re- 
ceive his board and clothes, including his 
stage costumes, and that his expenses when 
on tho road should be paid by hia employ- 
ers. Not every ambitious young man of 
today would be content to enter upon an 
apprenticeship of that sort, no matter how 
much he was in love with the profession 
he expected to learn, especially if the ap- 
prenticeship were by stipulation to last 
two full years as this one was. 


But Crane accepted the situation joyful- 


ly, served out the term with faithfulness 
and to this day delights to recount some m 
the adventures of those early years. Per- 
haps the most amusing of all these adven- 
tures—though not at the time entertaining 
to Crane—befell on the night of his first 
appearance on any stage in one of the in- 
terior cities. Although the Holmans got 
his services for so llttlo, they must even 
then have believed there was something of 
more than ordinary promise in the lad, for 
instead of putting him in the chorus, where 
his individuality would be lost, they gave 
him the part of the Notary in one of the 
operas than moat popular. 


Crane himself, as he tells the story, was 


vastly proud of bis chance and went upon 
the stage with all the confidence imagi- 
nable. But a haughty spirit gooth before a 
fall, and the proverb was proved true be- 
fore he had sung a line, for he tripped on 
his notarial gown, which was too long, 
and lost his notarial wig, which was too 
large, thus bringing down the house with 
a roar, though not at all in the way he 
wished. To make the matter worse, there 
was a young reporter in the audience who 
wrote up the mishap for the morning pa- 
per, and the whole town was laughing at 
the young singer next day. Staga fright 
was something Crano had never thought 
of before, but he says that he suffered all 
its agonies when he went on the next 
night and has never, since been able to rid 
himself entirely of its sensations. 


There is no doubt of the accuracy of his 


story, for Crane's ptwas agent told it to 
me as long ago as 185G, though it seems 
to have been almost completely forgotten 
of late. One version used to add that he 
wanted to thrash the youcg reporter, but 
that on visiting him for that purpose was 
BO completely disarmed by his good nature 
that the two became friends for lite. This 
latter I can vouch for, and whenever 
Crane sees the newspaper man—now a 
gray haired veteran of the press and al- 
most as prosperous as the aotor—in his 
audience he plays with even more than his 
ordinary vim and sr.ap, if that be possible. 
Ada Crehan, Ada C. Itchao, Ada Kehan. 


There is a story about the early theatrical 


days of Ada Rehan, whose Peggy in "The 
Country Girl" is interesting New York 
theater goers this week', that, though not 
dating back so far as the Crane story and 
never circulated by her press agent—for 
tho sufficient reason, if for no other, that 
sho supports no suoh luxury—may interest 
her admirers. 


Although her first dramatic work of 


much consequence was done in Louisville, 
her very first appearance was across the 
North river and the Jersey marshes, in 
Newark, some 94 years ago. She was then 
a mere chit of a girl, and her sister, Kate 
Creban, the wifo of Oliver Doud Byron, 
was playing in "Across the Continent" or 
some iceJiodrama of similer grade, with 
her irrepressible husband. It is bard to ' 
associate the charming Miss Behan with 
Doud's "and the villain still pursued

him," and in truth sho appeared with Ills 
company for one or two nights only, her 
sister at that time beinj; averse to Ada go- 
ing on tho stage ut all. 


It was some years later that tho family 


name of Crohan wns nietnmorphcsetl into 
Rehan. .Mr. Daly's presunt leading lady 
was then an insignificant member ci Mrs. 
Drew's Arch Street Theater company in 
Philadelphia. Tho manner of tho meta- 
morphosis has been ingeniously explained 
on the basis that a blunderer wrote her 
name Ada C. Rehan in tho copy for the 
playbill, tliat it was afterward agreed that 
Rehan was a prettier name tlian Crehan 
and that tho error was therefore adopted 
with thanks as something practically prov- 
idential. There is only one trouble with 
this explanation, and that is that her name 
certainly appeared on tho earlier bills of 
her Philadelphia engagement as Ada Cro- 
han, and while the change may have been 
made later during that engagement there 
are no playbills extant so printed as to 
prove it. 


During that engagement, by the way, 


Miss Kehan played in a now long forgot- 
ten farca entitled "Simpson &Co.," along 
with some members of tho Yokes family, 
and this piece was the prototype of "Fun 
In a Fog, "which later and for years stood 
the Vokoses in such good stead, and was 
followed by other evolutions along similar 
lines. 
With all due respect to the late 


Miss Bosina Yokes, who was entirely es- 
timable and an artist in her line, it must 
be admitted that the notion of stately Miss 
Behan having played in a Vokesey pieoe is 
almost as incongruous as that she should 
ever have appeared on the stage with Oli- 
ver Doud Byron. 


Miss Behan's first appearance in New 


York under Daly's management was as Big 
Clemenoe in the dramatization of Zola's 
"L'Assoininoir," that powerful and hor- 
rifying stage sermon on drunkenness tbafc 
for seine years was suoh a favorite with 
theater goers everywhere. That was 19 
years ago, and Mr. Daly, who had been 
watching her work for several months, 
was moved finally to engage her because of 
the excellent oupport she gave as Mary 
Standish to Fanny Davenport when she 
was playing the leading part in a short 
production of Daly's own play of "Pique" 
in the Grand Opera House, this city.

CONDITION. 


Has the condition of the workingmen 


really gotten worse, as if constantly as- 
serted by the professional fault-finders in 
political life? The United States Com- 
missioner of Labor thinks not, and he 
iiases this conclusic u upon a very careful 
Jtudy of the subject ranging through a 
long term of years. The commissioner, 
Hon. Carroll D. "Wright, in a recent arti- 
cle on the subject in the Forum, states 
that the number of unemployed people 
in the U rifted States and in other parts of 
the world is now less than it was under 
the old system of production and hand 
labor, now displaced by machinery. He 
farther shows that the average rate of 
wages now paid to labor is higher than 
under former conditions, while tha intro- 
duction of machinery has greatly reduced 
the cost of the articles produced, thus giv- 
ing a treble advantage to labor; first, in 
the number of people employed; second, 
in the wages paid, and, third, by a reduc- 
tion in the prices of the articles manufac- 
tured and which they must purchase for 
their own use.

It Will Soon Be Sent to Spain, 


Says Walter Wellman. 


PBESIDENT'S 
P1AHS 
MATURED. 


A Demand For Peace In Cabs — Dlfflonl- 


ties of the Situation— Trying to Avoid 
\\'ar — Trying to Make Out a Case Agoliut 
Spaiu. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 86.— [Special. 1— All 


the talk in Washington is o£ our relations 
with Spain. It is now vail hnown tb«t 
President McKinley is preparing to mova 
toward a solution of tho Cuban problem. 
As I advised 7011 In these dispatches somo 
time ago, the president will soon sand an- 
other note to Spain, demucding that Cuba 
bo given peace and thut the United States 
be admitted as a factor in settling nhe trou- 
ble on some permanent basis. How soon 
this note will be sent Is not yat determined, 
but in the nature o! things it cannot b» 
dispatched till the mystery of the Maine 
disnstar is cleared up. Although the pres- 
ident has matured his plans, he recognizes, 
as every one in Washington does, that 
some upheaval over tho Maine busino*=, 
or some other auoident, may supervene to 
make nil other designs superfluous. 
Al- 


though it is possible war may oomo over 
the Maine explosion, the prevailing opin- 
ion in official circles afr this time is that 
this incident will be closed in a lew weeks 
satisfactorily to the United States and 
without disturbance of our relations with 
Spain. 


As President MoKinloy says to his ad- 


visers, tho great question after all is as to 
the future of Cuba. Many people appear 
to think tho path of the president is n 
straight one, that it is easy to formulate a, 
policy which will solve the whole problem. 
Of course it is easy if the president wishes 
to rush the country into war. But oven in 
this apparently simple matter there are 
some considerations which present them- 
selves to thoughtful men. On this score I 
ain able to give the substance of an inter- 
view which I have had with an official 
who is high in the administration's coun- 
cils and who possesses the confidence of tho 
president. 


Difficulties In tho Way. 


"Let me show you some of tho difficul- 


ties that are in our way," said this gen- 
tleman. "Before we can go to war there 
must be something to war about. We 
should have a cause that the world will 
recognize as just, for a nation in this 
serious business of warmaking is jusii 
like an individual. It is impossible to re- 
tain the respect of one's neighbors and se- 
cure their support if one attacks a man 
without sufficient justification. 
Before 


we can declare war there must be some 
cause therefor, and naturally the president 
is expected to lay this cause before con- 
gress in a full statement of the case. Con- 
gress alone can declare war under our con- 
stitution, and before congress acts a case 
must be made out. What has Spain done 
against us? What attack has she made 
upon the United States, assuming that the 
Maine was not blown up by a conspiracy 
having the authority of tfle Spanish gov- 
ernment, of which there is no evidence? 


"When we come to answer this ques- 


tion, we find that Spain has a rebellion on 
her hands in Cuba. That rebellion has 
cost us some annoyance, and we think 
Spain is a long time putting it down. 
But did we not have a rebellion of our own 
on hand some years ago and were wo not 
a long time in suppressing it? And did it 
not inflict grent loss of commerce upon 
several of the nations of Europe? Still we 
should have felt very much aggrieved if 
any European nation had said to us our 
war had gone far enough and if we did 
not stop it instantly they would declare 
war upon this country. 


Action Demanded. 


"It is true that the situation in Cuba 


demands some action at our hands and 
that the countsy will never be satisfied till 
action is taken. I do not doubt that ' the 
president is preparing to act, but tho fact 
remains that the situation does not de- 
mand war, and there would bo no thought 
of war as a solution of it if it were not for 
public opinion. Public opinion is perhaps 
pressing the president farther and faster 
than he would be willing to go if left to 
his own judgment. In other words, tha 
people who know only tho surface of 
things and who think with passion and 
heat are really directing what shall be 
dono instead of leaving such a momentous 
question to the officials, who are supposed 
to have full information and a sober, seri- 
ous responsibility to meet. Remember, 
too, that all this because Cuba is 90 miles 
frnm our shores instead of 1,900. If the 
island lay a long way off, over in Africa 
or Asia or Australasia, not a word would 
you hear "said about it in this country, al- 
though the international rights and the 
considerations of humanity would be just 
the same. 
' "I do not oppose giving a reasonable 
amount of help to Cuba, but I do not 
think we should talk war. Spain has done 
no injury to us. On the other hand, sho 
has released every American citizen caught 
in Cuba violating the laws of Spain and 
the laws of his own country too. At our 
-instance she has recalled Weyler and in- 
stituted a more bumano policy. Sho seems 
pnxious to do everything toward us that 
is right and just. But I admit the coun- 
try wants action, and as a rule I believe in 
trusting the masses. They aro not often 
mistaken. But in this case they may be 
going too far. It may not bo war that we 
need, but some form of mediation that 
will solve tho problem without war. That, 
I believe, is the president's idea. Our pur- 
pose is not, or ought not to be, the de- 
struction of Spain, but tha salvation of 
Cuba. 


Can We Declare War? 


"Suppose the president does demand of 


Bpain that tho war be brought to an end 
and that this government be admitted as 
a factor in settling the trouble on some 
permanent basis. Then suppose Spain 
says that is a matter of her domestic con- 
cern, and sho cannot admit the right of n 
foreign power to dictate to her, but that 
sho is ansious to remove all things that 
annoy us and that she will use her upmost 
endeavors to suppress tho rebellion. Spain 
does nothing but stand on her dignity. 
What are wo to do? Cnu we declare war 
on her for that? Would it bo a just cause? 
Would the opinion of tho nations uphold 
us? Where has Spain attacked us? What 
has sho done to injure us? No, there nro 
many things to be thought about, and we 
"should bo very cautious how wo rush into* 
•war without a certainty o£ having a just 
cause therefor." 
I quote these opinions not because I 


agree with ail of them, but because they 
show how' some of tho ad visors of tho pres- 
ident talk to biro, for what this official 
eaid to mo he has said to tho president.

The Leaky Missouri Klver. 


F. E. Spearman writes of "Qncar 


American Rivers" in St. Nicholas. Mr. 
Spearman soys: 


With all its other ecsenferieities, the 


Missouri river leaks badly, for you 
know .there aro leaky rivers as well aa 
leaky boats. The government engineers 
once measured the flow of the Missouri 
away up in Montana and again Eome 
hundred miles farther down stream. To 
their surprise they found that the Mis- 
souri, instead of growing bigger down 
stream, as every rational river should, 
was actually 20,000 second feet smaller 
at the lower point. 


Now while 20,000 second feet could 


bo spared from such a tremendous river 
that amount of water makes a consider- 
able stream of itself. Many very cele- 
brated rivers never had so much water 
in their lives; henoe there was great 
amazement when the discrepancy was 
discovered. But of late years Dakota 
farmers away to the south and east of 
those points on tho Missouri, sinking 
artesian weils, found immense volumes 
of water where the geologists said there 
wouldn't be any. So it is believed thafc 
the farmers have tapped the water leak- 
ing from that big hole in the Missouri 
river away up in Montana, and from 
these wells they irrigate large tracts of 
land, and naturally they don't want 
the river bed mended. Fancy what a 
blessing it is when the weather is dry 
to have a river boiling out of your well, 
ready to flow where yon want it over 
the wheatfleldsl For of all manner of 
work that a river can be put to irriga- 
tion is, I think, the most useful. But 
isn't that a queer way for the Missouri 
to wander about underneath the ground? 


.The Bishop and tile Cabby. 


The Irish Ecclesiastical Journal tells 


this story: "Last week an Irish bishop 
was driving home to his hotel in the 
city from a suburb of Dublin, with a 
lady and one of the junior clergy as his 
escort. It was late at night, dark, windy 
and rainy, and the cabman drove away 
merrily, but after some peculiar turn- 
ings and ten minutes' driving the cab 
was returning whence it had started. 
The wherefore was evident, as the cabby 
was drunk. However, home had to bo 
reached, and bis lordship, a man of ac- 
tion, jumped otst of tho oab, mounted 
the box and drove at a good round pace 
into town. On reaching bis destination 
the right reverend prelate said he 
tbongbt he ongiai to be paid, a senti- 
ment in which tho cabby acquiesced 
with the utmost good humor, but pock- 
eted his fare notwithstanding.

A Test For Eight or E.sft Hacdeclness. 
It 13 noted editorially in The Medico 


Legal Jottrnal, New York, that in many 
criminal cases it becomes necessary to 
know whether a man is right or left 
handed. Quoting Dr. Hall of Denver, a 
high authority, the writer says: 


"The matter has generally been set- 


tled by the production of witnesses, 
who have testified freely in many cases 
to a given condition when an equal 
number of witnesses have been brought 
forward who have testified to an oppo- 
site condition. lu many cases the ques- 
tion could be better settled by an exam- 
ination of the prisoner, if such an ex- 
amination could be obtained, or of the 
corpse, in case this became desirable by 
a study of the cicatrices upon the hands, 
such as are inflicted by every man who 
handles tools of every kind, but espe- 
cially the pocketknife. Although most 
left handed boys are taught to write 
with the right hand, I believe the knife 
is commonly handled with the left hand 
in such cases by the left handed, and 
many tools are used in a similar manner 
in various trades. In women the study 
could not be expected to be of so much 
value, and still it has proved to be fair- 
ly conclusive in many cases."

LOVE'S BURIAL. 


High Caste Mothers Have • Lonely, I*zy 


Time of It. 


If there are any women in the world 


•who have a right to die of ennui, it is 
those poor creatures of AfghaaSsten. the 
upper "das* dames. Thpy spend their days 
doing absolutely nothing, for they disdain 
sewing, cooking and general household 
duties. They leave the care of their chil- 
dren to slaves, and they can neither read 
nor writo. 


Generally in a rich house there is one 


rhief slave, a sort of housekeeper, rather 
n grand person, whom it is always wise 
to conciliate if you intend having many 
dealings with that establishment. 
In 


summer she is always dressed in purest 
white. In winter velvets and brocades are 
not beyond her reach. She is generallyan 
elderly person, with considerable influence 
and a good deal of authority. 


Then there is another who is a sort of 


maid to the lady of the house. She is an- 
other person with whom it is not wise to 
quarrel. She is always very much in evi- 
dence. She it is who prepares every- 
thing for her mistress' toilet, as also for 
her master's. 
It is the wife's special 


duty and privilege, however, when the 
things are prepared, to wait upon her hus- 
band when he is dressing, to pour the 
water over his hands and feet during his 
religious washings, to spread his prayer 
carpet, to put his favorite dish before him, 
and so on. 


It is difficult to appreciate the esaut po- 


sition of these Afghan women until one 
sees rise way in which mothers are treated 
by their sons. They may nurse them when 
they are sick, tend them when they are 
young, but let the boys grow to be 11 or 13 
years old, and you will hear them tell their 
mother to 'icbup sho" (shut up); send 
them to fetch their caps and ezpect to ba 
addressed by the mothers as "agha gul," 
or "agha jon," whioh means "my precious 
master," "master dear." 


Kabul mothers seldom have much affec- 


tion for their, children or their children 
for them. They do not nurse them as ba- 
bies, and their babyhood is a particularly 
long one, for they are very backward. 
They belong to their nurses more than to 
their mothers till they are 2% years old, 
and after that it is their father who no- 
tices them and not their mother.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

Streets of the Hub. 


Fact It Boston Is Practically De-

I» Completed—A Military Man's Opln- j 
ion—City I* «* Mercy of legislature, | 
Many Schemes For Reform of City

War and rumors of war. We have had 


' more war talk in this city than any- 
thing else during tha past week. Ru- 
mors of all kinds have been upon the 
streets, and the newspapers have ca- 
tered to the taste for blood by exploit- 
ing: alleged 
movements of the 
few 


troops we have with us and in a general 
aiding in working up nervous people to 
the verge of collapse. As a matter of 
fact, the war talk is all there has been 
to create a sensation, for the regular 
troops have been as quiet as lambs, and, 
if they have dreamed of war, they ha^ - 
said nothing about it. Of all things 
likely to come to us, Boston is least of 
all prepared for war. "We can care for 
and entertain all friendly visitors that 
reach our shores, but for a hostile depu- 
tation we are not prepared, and if a foe 
should come here we should cut a sorry 
figure. For this reason, the man who 
goes about telling what we could do to 
Spain if she came here is generally a 
braggart or a fool.* * • 


The question of what Spain would do 


to us is a mighty sight more pertinent 
than what we could do to Spain. As I 
said some months ago, Boston is prac- 
tically defenseless, and the publication 
of long accounts of defenses, with mao-- 
niflcent cuts of batteries accompanying 
them, does not make It less so. No 
longer ago than last week a prominent 
military man said to me: "This talk of 
our harbor defenses makes me weary. 
I know, and so does every other man who 
is in a position to obtain the knowledge, 
that we have no defenses worthy of the 
name. Much work has been begun, but 
none of it is complete. 
The much- 


talked-about mortar battery at Winth- 
rop would be of no more use in an im- 
mediate crisis than an old woman with 
a broom. Not one of the guns is in a 
condition to be fired, and there isn't a 
pound of ammunition there to load the 
battery with, if it was complete in every 
other way. They haven't even got a 
range finder down there." 
* * * 


"Down at Fort "Warren things are not 


much better. I think we have one 10- 
tnch grin of modern construction mount- 
ed there, but even for that there is a 
lack of ammunition. 
A foreign fleet 


could burn Boston or lay it in waste 
with little or no difficulty, and it is time 
these crazy people who are crying for 
war understood it. You don't hear well 
posted military men, who would have to 
fight if occasion called, doing any of the 
shouting." Of course the reply to this 
is that Yankee enterprise and patriotism 
would remedy these deficits in short or- 
der, but patriotism will not ward off the 
shells of a Spanish cruiser, and, like a 
pugilist, we should get into condition be- 
fore beginning the battle. The feeling 
that the Maine was a victim of Spanish 
treachery is a strong one, but if she 
was we must keep cool, at least appear 
to do so, until we get into fighting trim. 
* * 


One of the inconsistencies of Boston 


life is lounu in the fact that while her 
people are ready to regulate the arts j 
and sciences, anxious to wipe out any 
treachery Spain may have offered us, 
and have no doubt that presidents as i 
well aa governors are made right here, 
they have so little interest and power in 
governing themselves. If Boston dis- 
likes its municipal system, it has no pow- 
er to change it, but must go to the legis- 
lature, and on Its knees beg for what it 
•grants, and more often is obligred to go to 
Beacon hill to protest against something 
it does not want. It can, through the 
city councils, give an electric company 
the privilege of using its streets, string- 
wires over them or digging them up to 
lay wires under ground, but if it desires 
to run a wire across or under its streets 
to give light to its own buildings, and 
for the convenience and saving of its 
people, it cannot do it but must go up 
to Beacon hill and have tne power grant- 
ed by the wise men up there. 


* * * 


On the face of it, this seems absurd, 


lor it is another way of saying1 that the 
city can do for others what It cannot do 
for itself, but it is a fact. Thus it hap- 
pens that our whole plan of city govern- 
ment is now before the legislature and 
the plans to make it better are so num- 
erous that an ordinary man is almost 
ready to throw up his hands and ex- 
claim; better the present undesirable 
system than trust our future to some- 
thing we know not what. If the saying 
"Too many cooks spoil the broth" ever 
had force it may well be applied to our 
present condition. The recent wrangle 
in our board of aldermen disgusted 
about everybody, and as a result every- | 
body tried to think of a remedy. The 
liberal use of thinking caps had an im- , 
mediate result, and the legislature was ' 
flooded with plans to better govern 
Boston.

for the reorganization of the city gov- i 
ernment. 
They were so different in 


their treatment of the evil to be rem- 
edied that one might wander if all the 
doctors reached the same diagnosis of i 
the case. Some of the hills were al- 
most freaks in the way of treatment. | 
One, the Bartlett bill, so called, that ' 
at first found some favor and may yet j 
be approved, provides for the election I 
of 25 aldermen by wards and for the. 
election by wards of SO common coun- 
cilrnen. As 12 aldermen have been able 
to disgust nearly the whole people, what 
would 25 do, particularly -when they are 
practically elected to serve, not the city 
at large, but their own particular 
wards, being in fact no better than 
common councilmen, except in name?

If the cummon council was a thing ol 


'beauty and a joy forever, there would bo 
some reason for making it more po- 
tent, but as a matter of fact this branch 
of the citv government in Boton has 
anything but a savory reputation. It is 
generally made up of young and aspir- 
ing politicians, who are looking out, ;.rst 
for number one, and use the position to 
Eft what they can out of it, either in 
personal or political preferment. For 
this reason it has become'a byword and 
a reproach, not only to the citizens of 
Koston, but to all the people rou>d 
about. But instead of removing this 
Itanding rebuke, the Bartlott bill pro- 
poses to magnify the evil by giving 
us two common councils In place of ono. 
that ia one kind of reform propoard, 
Apparently adapted to the Idea that we 


crot so dceua In the mud that anv | 


itep la a, step upward.

Still another bill provides for a com- 


mon council of 61 members, the president 
to be elected at large, and the members 
to have all the powers now vested in th» 
board of aldermen concurrently. 
In 


other words, we should have 60 alder- 
men under another name that does not 
emeU so sweet. But the plan favored 
by most 
bills is the district plan, the 


city being divided into 12 aldermanlc dis- 
tricts. This is a return to an old sys- 
tem that has been tried, condemns! 
and discarded. It enables the man who 
has got a ward pull to gat into tho alder- 
inanic chamber, when if the people of 
tha whole city got a chance at him lie 
would bo buried beneath a shower of 
ballots.

The present system must go, and m its 
place we may prayerfully ho^e for A 
better. If wo are not to have the sin- 
gle chamber system, against which the 
people recently decided, we should havo 
a, government consisting of tv\o bodies 
that at least represent separate, or dif- 
ferent, constituencies. The idea of a 
board of aldermen is thnt it represents 
the whole city and not a district or 
ward thereof, and nothing should be 
done to destroy that idea. The common 
council is or should be able to look after 
ward interests. But what we are likely 
to get is a conundrum. Politicians are 
jealous, and the most of our so-called 
reformers are equally so. They will lis- 
ten to no plan but their own and as a 
result we can only expect a system that 
is quite likely to be condemned in the 
near future, when the tight will be made 
all over again.

A blizzard is an expensive visitor to a 


great city. The report of Superintend- 
ent of Streets Wells in this city demon- 
strates this most clearly. It was not till 
the middle of the past week that the 
work of removing from the streets the 
immense accumulation of snow from the 
recent bliazard was completed by the 
street department. Before the work 
was finished the street department had 
employed more than 2000 men, between 
SOO and 350 teams, and had expended the 
sum of 5108,249.40. In all, the number of 
single loads of snow removed, as report- 
ed from the dumps, was 123,191. A great 
deal of money to be paid to get rid of a 
mantle of "the beautiful," but it had to 
be done. There are not sleds and sleighs 
enough to do the business of Boston, and 
wheels seemed out of place till the snow 
was removed.

MEMORIAL TO GRANT 


REVIVAL OF ThE POTOMAC RIVER 


BRIDGE PROJECT. 


rhirty-sixth Anniversary of General Grant's 


First Great Victory—When «ind Where 
"Unconditional Surrender" Was First 
Kjmncluteil—An Old Stager's Story. 


[Special Correppondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Fob. 15.—The recent 


revival of that long buried project for u 
Kraut memorial in the shape of an 
jrnameutal bridge across the Potomao 
hns directed public attention to the fact 
;hat there is now uo adequate monu- 
ment to the great general in this city. 
Tha preliminary survey for the bridge 
aus just been completed, $10,000 for 
:he purpose having boen authorized at 
tho last session of congress. But it may 
oe a long time yet before the Potomao 
shall bo spanned by a bridge calling for 
in expenditure of $1,000,000, though 
the need of another bridge of some sort 
between Washington and the Virginia 
shore is manifest to even the casual ob- 
server. 


The proposition to make this struc- 


ture strictly memorial and to have a 
"Grant tower" at one end and a "Lin- 
coln tower" at the other recalls tha fact 
;hat, even as this bridge shall span the 
former line of demarcation 
between 


north and south, so it vras one of 
Grant's victories thnt served to make 
possible this projected union of the sec- 
tions once at strife and enmity. I was 
sitting in the rotunda of the cupitol one 
afternoon a few days since when I was 
approached by a member of the house, 
who has boen honored with frequent re- 
elections and who has been a desultory 
resident of this city since the beginning 
af the "Grant regime." Pointing to the 
picture of the "Surrender of Burgoyne" 
above my head, ho said, "Do you think 
that portrait of General Gage looks 
like General Grant?" 


I answered that I did not see any re- 


semblance. 


"Well," he rejoined, "whenLi Hung 


Chang was here,' and being escorted 
t-nrough the capital by Mr. Foster, he 
stopped opposite this picture and asked 
blandly, 'Is that General Grant?' Fos- 
ter explained that it was not. Li Hung 
shook hi3>!ihead doubtfully, but said no 
more and shuffled on, keeping his own 
opinion to himself.

CENTRAL TOWERS OF PROPOSED GRANT ME- 


MOEU.L BHIDGE. 


16th of February, 1802, ho achieved 
tho reduction of the important strong- 
hold of Fort Donelsou. As I myself was 
here when tho news reached Washing- 
ton, perhaps yon may like to hear the 
story from the lips of one who, while 
not exactly there, was 'tharabouts'—as 
the colored preacher said of Moses at 
tho time of the delngo." 


J said that I should, and my friend 


proceeded: "Well, you see, from the 
very first Grant had shown an apprecia- 
tion of the situation and an energy in 
meeting its exigencies that had stamped 
him as the man beet fitted to command 
at such a strategical center as Cairo, 
where his headquarters were situated. 
His first fight was at Belmont, where 
he displayed those qualities of reticence 
and that sturdy obstinacy which only 
those who had known him in Mexico 
were aware he possessed. One of his 
staff gr.llopod up to him and excitedly 
announced: 'General, we are cut off 
and surrounded i What shall we dor' 
" 'Do?' placidly remarked the young 


commander, bifciu;; oil the end of a 
cigar. ' Why, wo mnsi cut our vray out 
as we cut or.r way in!' He had had a 
horse shot ujider him, but he at once 
plunged into tho thick of the fight and 
rallied his man with, 'We have whipped 
them once, and we can do it again,' 
and proceeded to do it. 


'' Ho lost no time, and time was every- 


thing at that critical period of our na- 
tion's history. It was late in January 
that ho telegraphed to Halleck, then 
commander of the department, 'If per- 
mitted, I could take and hold Fort Hen- 
ry on tho Tennessee.' Halleck had al- 
ready snubbed him and ridiculed his 
plans, bv.t thia time ho was seconded by 
Flag Officer Footo with his gunboats, 
and tho general commanding gave the 
required permission. Three clays after, 
on tho 2d of February, Grant loft Cairo 
with 17,000 men en transports, headed 
np tho Tennessee. A portion of his com- 
mand was lauded on tha 6th, on the 
morning of the Gth the gunboats came 
into action and that afternoon the fort 
capitulated. 


"Only 11 milo» distant on the Cum- 


berland, which hero runs a course near- 
ly parallel to tho Tennessee, was the 
strong fortification of Douelson, cover- 
ing 100 acres and built on precipitous 
heights, flanked by deep ravines. 
The 


greater part of Henry's garrison had 
Jlerl to JJcncison, with Grant's cavalry 
In swift pursuit. It was a maxim of 
Grant's (at least at that time) that yon 
should keep an enemy on the jump 
when once you have got him going. IIo 
then had him moving and lost no time 
in going after him. 


"Ho telegraphed to Halleck: 'Fort 


Henry is ours. The gunboats silenced 
tin butteries before the investment waa 
viniplcted.' The <lny following ho tola- 
sranhed, 'I shall take and destroy Fort 
boiiclfon on tho 8th.' This confident 
announcement was a little premature, 
RS, owing to heavy rains and tho almost 
impassable condition of tho roads, it 
V/:IH not until the 12tb that ho complet- 
ed his lino of investment. Donclson 
mounted 13 heavy guns and along tho 
river front was protected by elaborate 
filter b.ittorioH Within thn works wore 
four Confedorulo f;"'ifjrals—Floyd, For- 
rest, Pillow and Dncknt-r—with about 
21,000 men and Go fu-ldpiooos. 
It was 


- * '->ncr before several of the cunboats 


were disabled by the plunging flro from 
tho fort, and by sunset of the 14th tho 
whole fleet was practically out of the 
fight. Some of tue boats were literally 
knocked to pieces, and the 
gunboat 


Foote was on was struck more than CO 
times. One shot entered the pilothouse, 
killing tho pilot and wounding Commo- 
dore Foote, while tho wheel was car- 
ried away and tho vessel drifted help- 
lessly down stream. 


"But notwithstanding tho successful 


>>eating off of tho fleet, the inmates of 
tht fort were considerably demoralized. 
On jis return from a conference with 
Foote Grant found his right Hue of in- 
vestment in confusion. The besieged had 
:jade a sortie, and by concentrating their 
forces against tho right had broken tho 
line and caused tho Union soldiers to 
retreat. These latter had emptied their 
cartridge boxes, and, though there were 
tons of aunuuntion in their rear, no one 
seemed to havo thought to get at it and 
supply tho helpless soldiers. Grant's ap- 
pearance on the scene was almost as op- 
portune as was Sheridan's at a famous 
and critical juncture later in the war. 
He hastened across the intervening dis- 
tance, gave orders for the immediate 
serving out of ammunition, and when 
ho reached the demoralized right he 
checked tho retreat. 


"He was at first puzzled to account 


for this sadden sortie of the enemy, but, 
acting on the intuition of the trained 
soldier, he gave orders to search the 
haversacks of the prisoners. Finding 
them filled with three days' rations each, 
he ishonted: 'That is it! Men, they are 
fighting to escape! They have no inten- 
tion to stay here and fight us. The one 
who attacks first now will be victorious, 
and the enemy will have to hurry if he 
gets ahead of me. Fill your cartridge 
boses, boys, and get into lino!" A charge 
was ordered, the outer line of rifle pits 
was carried, the enemy driven back be- 
hind the fortifications, and that night's 
bivouac was within the Confederate line. 


"A, council of war was held by the 


officers of the beleaguered garrison and 
it was resolved to surrender. During the 
night Generals Floyd, Pillow, Forrest 
and some 4,000 men escaped, and upon 
General Buckner devolved the real com- 
mand, who, when he opened negotia- 
tions for surrender, had about 15,000 
men remaining. White flags were dis- 
played, and Buckner demanded terms. 
It was then that for the first time Gen- 
eral Grant enunciated those immortal 
words, in themselves a declaration of 
principles, 'No other terms than uncon- 
ditional and immediate surrender will 
be accepted!' This was his ultimatum, 
and, though pronounced by Buckner to 
be both 'ungenerous and unchivalrous,' 
when accepted was found to be neither, 
for the conqueror was generous to the 
extreme of ohivalrio courtesy. 


"Grant invested Donolson with but 


16,000 men, which number he knew to 
be less than the force within the lines, 
but by the day of surrender it was in- 
creased to 27,000 and further strength- 
ened by the arrival of several gunboats. 
The investing force suffered severely at 
first, mainly through a futile charge not 
ordered by the commanding general, 
the total loss being little more than 
3,000. Qnita as many of the opposing 
force were killed and the spoils of war 
amounted to 05 pieces of artillery, 17,- 
600 stand of bmall arms and a large 
quantity of ammunition. 


"A characteristic incident occurred 


at the meeting of the two commanders, 
who had been three years at West Point 
together and had also served in Mexico 
and were well acquainted. 'Grant,' said 
Buckner, 'if I had been in command 
yesterday, you wouldn't have .reached 
DoneJson so easily as ypn'dicV 


"'That is true,' replied Grant, 'but 


if you had been in command, I should 
not have tried in the way I did!' Floyd, 
ho said, was weak, and 'Pillow wag 
vain, and h" had laid his plans accord- 
ingly. This incident is illustrative of 
General Grant's trait of adapting his 
movements to the exigencies of the oc- 
casion and adopting a lino of strategy 
that was simple, yet adequate to the 
emergency. His rule was not only to 
hold on and hit hard, but to get hold 
at the right spot and deliver his blows 
when and where they would tell. 


"Mexico, as he confesses in his mem- 


oirs, had been of inestimable advan- 
tage ro him, as he there served with and 
knew intimately nearly all the officers 
who afterward opposed him. 'Tha ac- 
quaintance thus formed,' he says, '\vr.s 
of immengQ service to me—I mean what 
I learned of the characters of those to 
whom I was afterward opposed.' 


"Those of ns who, like myself, can 


remember the leading events of the late 
war can recall how the country was 
Electrified by the news of Donelson's 
fall, how it was encouraged, how, like 
a row of cards, fell the forts and cities 
of Kentucky, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
throughout! consequent upon this single 
grnat achievement. 


"Then 
immediately followed 
the 


sending of Grant's name to the senate 
to be confirmed as major general, and I 
well remember the enthusiasm of his 
unanimous confirmation. Even grim and 
jealous old Halleck, whose feelings to- 
ward his victorious general were not at 
all favorable, could .not refrain from be- 
etowing an involuntary tribute."

Provisions For New ll»ilw»ys and Aerl»> 


Tramways—The Snow and Ice Locomo- 
tive and Other Devices—The Reindeer 
aad the Dog;. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


CHICAGO, Feb. J .—There are likely 


to be plenty of means of transportation 
in Alaska before the end of this year 
besides those of the steamboat and cata- 
maran, the slow going dog and the 
swift footed reindeer, the native carrier 
and the overburdened gold seeker or 
tho horse and the ox. We have had 
news of projects for railroad lines, for 
aerial 
tramways, for the eleotrioal 


sleigh, for tho motor to be used in enow 
transit, for a lighter which can be pro- 
pelled over both ice and water, and for 
various other devices that may be serv- 
iceable in the northernmost part of 
our widespread country. 


It would bo hard to name any coun- 


try in tho world which has as large a 
variety of appliances for the transporta- 
tion of passengers and goods as Alaska 
is soon to have if all projects are suc- 
cessful and all promises are kept. 


When the favorable season for navi- 


gation begins this year, there will be 
all the steamers that are likely to be re- 
quired, not only on the Yukon river, 
but also on the Stiokeen and other Alas- 
kan rivers that are navigable. 
News 


has been received here from various 
points on the Pacific coast that steam- 
boats numbering in all between 40 and 
50 are ready for service, and that nearly 
as many more are in course of construc- 
tion. It is to be supposed that the price 
of tickets for travelers will be regulated 
by competition. 


For travel toward the interior by land 


a number of practicable railroad routes 
have been surveyed since last summer, 
some of them over American territory 
and others over Canadian. 
One of the 


important lines is that of the Chilkoot 
Hailroad company, an 
organization 


formed last year at Tacoma. Another is 
tho all Canadian route of the Mackenzie 
syndicate, whioh is to run from a point 
on the Pacific coast to Dawson City, on 
the Yukon. The former lino will be in 
part a surface raijroad and in part an 
aerial tramway, and advices have recent- 
ly been received from Tacoma that the 
aerial section over the Chilkoot pass is 
already under way. As for the Canadian 
line, the building of it is to be preceded 
by the construction of a sleigh road 270 
miles in length from the mouth of the 
Stickeen river to the head of river navi- 
gation on Lake Teslin, and it is pro- 
vided in the contract between the Do- 
minion government and the syndicate 
that this sleigh road shall be completed 
m the first week of the month of March, 
so that travelers will then find a clear 
route for horse transportation from the 
coast to the lake. At least six other 
railroad routes to the mining regions of 
Alaska have been surveyed, and com- 
panies, both American and Canadian, 
havo boon organized for the building of 
the projected lines. 


It has been made manifest that capit- 


alists believe in tho greatness of the 
mining resources cf Alaska, as abundant 
means have been offered for the con- 
struction there of such railroads as 
promise to be advantageous. 


The building of aerial tramways in a 


land of snow and ice like Alaska was a 
happy thought. In by far the greater 
part of the country the laying of surface 
rails is impracticable, while at the same 
time it is feasible to erect "stilts" for 
the support of the rails over which the 
trains are .to pass. The remark contain- 
ed in a dispatch from Tacoma that the 
opening of the aerial tramway over 
Chilkoot pass "will mark a new era in 
Alaskan transportation" was correct. 
The sufferings that travelers endured 
last year at that pass are not to be borne 
by them this year. 


Not much has yet been heard of the 


"snow and ice locomotives" that are 
soon to be brought into service, but it 
is known that a Chicago company re- 
cently made a contract for the building 
of six of them at Portland, Or., and it 
is believed that in a few weeks from 
this time they will be used for trans- 
porting the relief supplies from Skag- 
gnay across. Alaska to Dawson. It is 
said that very powerful machinery will 
be employed in the propeiling and very 
strong vehicles with electrical motors, 
and there ia no reason for doubting that 
they will get over the ground. 


With plenty of steamboats on the 


principal rivers, with such bits of rail- 
road as may be got ready, with sundry 
short cuts of aerial tramway, with at 
least one long road for horse sleighs, it 
is safe to say that the miner or other 
person who may go to the Alaska gold 
mines when things are ready for him 
this year will travel with less tronbla 
than that whioh bewet his predecessor. 


There has been a good deal of disap- 


pointment in Alaska because of the de- 
lay in the use of the reindeer. More 
than a half year ago there was talk of 
employing in the transportation service 
gome members of the reindeer herds 
that belong to the United States govern- 
ment and that have been nursed for 
seven or eight years at Port Clarence, 
on the tseacoast of Alaska. Some of them 
have been harnessed to sleighs and 
driven for short distances at the place 
where they are herded, but their keep- 
ers have until now regarded it as unde- 
sirable to send them out through the 
country, where beaten tracks do not es- 
ist and where reindeer food is not al- 
ways plentiful. The government has 
this winter obtained new supplies of 
them from Norway and there is good 
reason to believe that within a brief pe- 
riod of time the lightly harnessed quad- 
ruped will be seen bounding over tho 
vast ranges of Alaska. 


Meanwhile even yet, as of old, tho 


dog is exceedingly useful as a draft ani- 
mal in Alaska, and tho new dog express j 
is regarded by the natives as one of the 
Wonders of this progressive age.

Ann Labre was the grandmother of Mrs. 
Manville. 


Mr. Manville has been at work on the 


matter for a long time. 
He finally 


succeeded in getting from England two 
weeks ago a copy of the will and 
now feels that he has something definite 
to go by. His business in Canada is to 
look up the papers regarding the prop- 
erty, of which there is believed to be a 
very large amount, and if Mrs. Manville's 
claim is established her share will make 
her independently rich. Mr. Manville 
will be gone a week at least, and if his in- 
vestigations take him to Quebec, as they 
are liable to do, it will be two weeks bej 
fore his return. He does not know what 
he will find and says the errand may be 
fruitless so far as recovering~the property 
jS concerned, but he feels that the matter 
should be sifted to the bottom and this 
will be done before he returns from Can- 
ada.
